What is Claimed is: 



4^, A stroller, comprising: / 

a supporting frame, a seat frame supported by said supporting frame, and a 
handle frame having two construction bars upwardly extended Crom said supporting 
5 frame wherein said seat frame comprises a seat support horizonaally supported by said 
supporting frame and a back support upwardly extended from sand seat support; and 

an adjustable seat back arrangement comprising A least two inclination locking 
means for selectively locking said back support to sana construction bars respectively, 
wherein each of said inclination locking means comprises: 

10 a llrsi locking member and a second locking member which are vertically and 

spacedly provided between said back support ana said respective construction bar, and 

a sliding locker which is adaptefd to lock up said first and second locking 
elements and selectively adjust a distance between said back support and said respective 
construction bar so as to adjL\st an incl/ied angle between said back support and said seat 
15 support. \ 1 / 

2. The stroller, as /ecited in claim K wherein said adjustable seat back 
arrangement further comprises two side supporting units sidewardly extended from two 
vertical sides of said back support to said two construction bars respectively for folding 
said back support betweei/ an upright position and a fully extended position, wherein in 

20 said upright position, saiil back support is vertically extended from said seat support, and 
in said fully extended/position, said back support is inclinedly extended from said seat 
support with a maximum inclined angle between said back support and said seat support. 

3. The stroller, as recited in claim 2, wherein said first locking member is 
affixed on said^ respective side supporting unit closed to said back support and said 

25 correspondinfl^second locking member is affixed on said side supporting unit closed to 
said constru/tion bar, wherein said sliding locker normally locks up two bottom ends of 
said first and second locking elements and is arranged in such a manner that when said 
sliding lyJcker is slid upwardly, said first and second locking elenVents are fittedly

engaged with each other, so as to reduce sajd witith between said back support andysaid 
construction bars and when said sliding locker is slid downwardly, said first and >^cond 
locking elements are disengaged with each other, so as to lengthen said widtiybetween 
said back support and said construction bars. 

4, The stroller, as recited in claim 1. wherein each of said irrclination locking 

y \ 

means is a zipper wherein said first and second locking elements two/nalves of the^zipper 
having a plurality of engaging tooth vertically provided between/said back support and 
said respective construction bar. 



5. The stroller, as recited in claim 2, wherein ©ach of said inclination locking 
means is a zipper wherein said first and second locking elements two halves of the zipper 
having a plurality of engaging tooth vertically provi^d between said back support and 
said respective construction bar. 

6. The stroller, as recited in claim/O, wherein each of said inclination locking 
means is a zipper wherein said first and second locking elements two halves of the zipper 
having a plurality of engaging tooth/ver^ally provided between said back support and 
said respective constru^tioi 




7. The strAller, as recited in claim 2, wherein said adjustable seat back 
arrangement further comprises/^ reinforcing strap having a predetermined width for 
securely affixed said inclinatioai locking means on said side supporting unit wherein said 
reinforcing strap has a vertical edge portion firmly affixed on said side supporting unit 
and an opposed vertical /-dge portion firmly affixed to said first and second locking 
elements so as to substantially affixe^d' said first and second locking elements on said side 
supporting units. 



8- I h/ stroller, as recited in claim 3. wherein said adjustable seat back 
arrangement fumier comprises a reinforcing strap having a predetermined width for 
securely atflxejo said inclination locking means on said side supporting unit wherein said 
reinforcing slrap has a vertical edge portion firmly affixed on said side supporting unit 
and an opposed vertical edge portion firmly affixed to said first and second locking 
elements so as to substantially affixed said first and second locking elements on said side 
supporting units.

0. The stroller, as reeited In claim 4. wherein said adjustable seal J6'dck 
arrangement further comprises a reinforcing strap having a predetermined w'mth for 
securely affixed said inclination locking means on said side supporting unit wlwein said 
reinforcing strap has a vertical edge portion firmly affixed on said side supporting unit 
and an opposed vertical edge portion firmly affixed to said first and second locking 
elements so as to substantially affixed said first and second locking elen^nts on said side 
supporting units. . / 

10. The stroller, as recited in claim 6, wherein s^d adjustable seat back 

arrangement further comprises a reinforcing strap having A predetermined width for 

K / 
securely affixed said inclination locking means on said side; supporting unit wherein said 

reinforcing strap has a vertical edge portion firmly affi^^d on said side supporting unit 

and an opposed vertical edge portion firmly affixed/to said first and second locking 

elements so as to substantially affixed'said first and ^cond locking elements on said side 

supporting units. / 

11. The stroller, as recited in claim 2, wherein said adjustable seat back 
arrangement comprises two pairs of said inclination locking means provided on two side 
supporting units respedlvely, wherem eafch pair of said inclination locking means are 
spacedly affixed to two vertical ha^c^^s or said respective side supporting unit. 

12. The stroUe/ as reciled in claim 11, wherein one of said first locking 
members of one pair of said inclrnation locking means is affixed on said side respective 
supporting unit closed to said/ respective vertical side of said back support and said 
corresponding second tockin^member is affixed on a mid-portion of said side supporting 
unit and another first locking member of said pair of said inclination locking means is 
affixed to said mid-portiari of said side supporting unit and said corresponding second 
locking member is affix/d on said side supporting unit closed to said construction bar, in 
such a manner that each inclination locking means controls half of said width of said side 
supporting unit. / 

13. TM stroller, as reciled in claim 12, wherein each said sliding locker 
normally locks up two bottom ends of said first and second locking elements and is 
arranged in suoh a manner that when said sliding locker is slid upwardly, said first and 
second locking elements are filledly engaged with each other, so as to reduce said width 
between said/back support and said construction bars and when said sliding locker is slid 



downwardly, said first and second locking elements are disengaged with each other, so as 
to lengthen said width between said back support and said construction bars. 

14. The stroller, as recited in claim 11, wherein each of said inclination 
locking means is a zippe^r wherein said first and second locking elements two mlv^s of 
the zipper having a plurality of engaging tooth vertically provided betweei/said back 
support and said respcctivtyconsiruclion bar. 

15. - The stroller, as recited in claim 12, wherein each of/said inclination 
locking means is a zipper wherein said first and second locking elenients two halves of 
the zipper having a plurality of engaging tooth vertically provide/ between said back 
support and said respective construction bar. 



16. The slrollei-, as recited in claim 13, whereh^f each of said inclination 
locking means is a zipper wherein said first and second lo/king elements two halves of 
the zipper having a plurality of engaging loofh vertricalj^'' provided between said back 
support and said respective construction bar. 
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17. The stroller, a/ recited in claim l/, wherein said adjustable seat back 
arrangement further comprises arsreinforcing strap having a predetermined width for 



securely affixed said inclina 



ion Ipcking-^mean/ on said side supporting unit wherein said 



reinforcing strap has a vert cal e/dge portioi/firmly affixed on said side supporting unit 
and an opposed vertical ecke /portion fivmly affixed to said first and second locking 
elements so as to substantially affixed s^d first and second locking elements on said side 
supporting units. 



• 18. The stroller, as re/ited in claim 13, wherein said adjustable seat back 
. arrangement further comprises/a reinforcing strap having a predetermined width for 
securely atfixed said inclination locking means on said side supporting unit wherein said 
25 - reinforcing strap has a verti{;al edge portion firmly affixed on said side supporting unit 
and an opposed vertical yedge portion firmly affixed to said first and second locking 
elements so as to subst^tially affixed said first and second locking elements on said side 
supporting units. 



19. rhe/stroller, as recited in claim 14, wherein said adjustable seat back 
30 arrangement furtner comprises a reinforcing strap having a predetermined width for 
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securely affixed said inclination locking means on said side suap6rting unit wherein said 
reinforcing strap has a vertical edge portion tirmly affixeck^ii said side supporting unit 
and an opposed vertical edge portion firmly affixed/To said first and second locking 
elements so as to substantially affixed said first aijd^econd locking elements on said side 
supporting units. 

20. The ^roUeK'^s recijj^ in claim 16, wherein said adjustable seat back 
arrangement furthe\jc^iprise^>^ reinforcing strap having a predetermined width for 
securely affixed said inclination locking means on saiid side supporting unit wherein said 
reinforcing strap has a vertical edge portion firmly affixed on said side supporting unit 
and an opposed vewcal edge portion firmly affixed to said first and second locking 
elements so as tp^ubstantially affixed said first and second locking elements on said side 
supporting umfs. 
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
